Foster and the girl dropped aut of sight, 
Disbrow went to his home at Good 
Ground and then disappeared, and .three 
dayg later the bodies of Foster and the 
Lawrence girl were found floating in the 
bay not far from where the party of three 
had been lwst seen. 

No one could be found to tell how they 
came to be drowned, and there was a 
call for Disbrow to come forward to ex- 
plain what he knew of the case. The 
coroner, after an examination of the 
bodies, could find no trace of violence. 
Then, in response to a public deman4@, 
the district attorney and the coroner 
made an investigation and had an au- 
topsy, and again the report was there 
was no evidence of murder.

DEATH OF PAUL BLECKLEY 


‘Well-Known Atlanta N ewspaper Man 
Passed Away YestesJay. 


WAS ILL FOR SEVERAL MONTHS 


The Deceased Was the Eldest Son of 
Former Chief Justice Logan E. 
Bleckley—Funeral Today. 


Paul Bleckley, eldest son of former 
Chief Justice Logan EB. Bleckley, and a 
well-known Atlanta newspaper man, died 
yesterday afternoon at 1:30 o'clock at the 
residence of his brother in law, Hubert L. 
Culberson, 363° Gordon street, West End. 

The death of Mr. Bleckley was due to 
consumption, with which he had been ill 
for several months. He visited New York 
last winter, and while there contracted 
a severe cold, which later developed into 
consumption. »Mr. Bileckley returned to 
his home in March. and was confined to 
his bed shortly afterwards. His condi- 
tion became worse @nd he continued to 
gradually sink ‘until Yesterday afternoon, 
when he passed away: 

The deceased had been engaged in the 
newspaper business for the past fifteen 
years, and during his experience in that 
line had established a wide acquaintance 
and attracted a large circle of friends. 
He was well liked and the news of his 
death will be received with regret by hi. 
numerous friends, who extend to the be- 
reaved relatives their deep sympathy. 

Mr. Bleckley was 42 years of age and 
unmarried. He was born and reared in 
Atlanta. The deceased is survived by his 
father, Judge Bleckley; a sister, Mrs. 
Hubert L. Culberson, and two brothers, 
Logan Bleckley, Jr., and Haralson Bleck- 
ley, of the firm of Bleckley & Tyler, arch- 
itects 

During his early career Mr. Bleckley 
conceived a desire to go on the stage and 
entered that profession. For several 
years he was with Joe Jefferson. He 
finally quit the stage, however, on ac- 
count of ill health and later began work 
as a newspaper man. 

The deceased had a wide experience as 
a journalist and his ability was recog- 
nized by his associates and those for 
whom he worked. He was connected with 
The Constitution, The Atlanta Journal, 
and at one time was associate editor of 
The Macon Telegraph.

Atlanta, June 30.—The course of Liverpool 
afforded no satisfactory suggestion for trad- 
ers on either side of the market. Spots were 
marked down 1-32d in Liverpool with sales 
of 8,000 bales and deliveries were quoted about 
5-64d lower. A large decline would not have 
been surprising considering the brightened 
Prospects in Texas. There se>2ms to be an un- 
certainty about trading. It <-»pears that 
the spot market in New Orleans .s inclined to 
display a steadier front, and this fact caused 
sellers to hesitate and reflect cn the possi- 
bility of the situation. We must bear in 
mind that prices have reached a level that 
might prove attractive to spinners, and with 
the increased cost of production it is a ques- 
tion whether he country will force the. sale 
of cotton immediately on the opening of the 
new season. Thus, conservatism is still a 
good policy to pursue. 

Stocks—The market opened dull with an un- 
certain tone.. Soon after, however, it devel- 
oped firmness with a fair amount of buying 
in certain stocks, but before the end of the 
first hour there was a reaction. Strong fea- 
tures in the railway list were Chicago and 
Alton, Illinois Central, Missouri Pacific arg 
Texas Pacific.
